When in deep water the litle hippo rests 
ite nuwe on the mother’s great, broad, lower 
aw, and sinks ite head so low in the water 
that only its nostrils are visible. This is evi 
dently a wondrous arranzement for the 
safety of the young from its natural enemies 
It has not yet been seen standing on its 
mother’s back in the water, as represented in 
the plate of Dr. Livingstoné’s book... On 
Thursday the keeper carefu'ly towed in 
fresh hay and straw and two days’ food; but 
this disturbed the mother considerably.

Henry N. Smith is known throughout the 
country as one of the most desperate and 
successful operators in Wall street. It was 
he who became so noted at the Black Friday 
time as the bead of the firm of Smith, Gould 
and Martin; it was he who was in with Fisk 
in the bold operations against the Erie Rail- 
road; and it was he who made acorner op 
greenbacks last winter by carrying five mil- 
lon on his person and jocking it up in the 
Feuth National Bank—which. last ope 
ration became the subject of Congressional 
inquiry. Smith came on to Washington, 
ani wes examined. The commiitee did not 
get much comfort out of his answers. They 
asked him if he had locked up $5,000,000 in 
greenbacka. He frankly said he bad. They 
asked bim why he did it.
